lic improvement bond issue 
election. 

Republican members, on the 
other hand, denied there had 
been any unreasonable delay in 
getting the projects under way, 
and said they expected substan- 
tial progress in the near future. 

Donald L. Barnes Sr., co- 
chairman of the Citizens Bond 
Issue Public Works Advisory 
“watchdog” committee, said the 


executive committee of that 
group vould meet Wednesday 
to organize and staff 10 sub- 
committees to consider projects 
contained in the eight bond is- 
sue propositions. 

Matthews'’s critics on. the 
council were Thomas C. Dunne, 
Firs’ District, and James H. J. 
McNary, Second. They were 
joined by Ralph Devereaux, 
chairman of the County Demo- 
cratic Committee. 

Dunne expressed the opinion 
that Matthews should have had 
the county departments at work 
gathering data and information 
on the various projects even 
before the election. This would 
have permitted the drafting of 
-ecommendations immediately 
after the bond issue was 4ap- 
proved, he said. 

Committee Delayed. 


Both Dunne and McNary 
were critical of what they cated 
delay by Matthews in establish- 
ng the full membership of the 
watchdog committee

McNary also criticised the 
fact that Matthews had not yet | 
advanced any recommendations 
on projects to be undertaken 
first. Referring to the super- 
visor’s absence on a_ holiday 
trip, McNary said: “We have to 
wait until he returns to find out 
how to carry on the bond issue 
prospects. We are just sitting 
and marking time on the bond 
issue.” 

Neither councilman attributed 
any delay to the citizens’ watch- | 
dog committee. Both pointed 
out the committee had been for- 
mally constituted only on Dec. 
28 and had not been given any 
factual information from Mat- 
thews or other county officials 
on which to base decisions. 

Barnes's Position. 

Barnes took a similar position 
—that the responsibiliy for any 
delays did not rest with the 
watchdog committee. 

“We have not held up any- 
thing.” he said. “The commit- 
tee has nothing before it. We 
will organize into subcommit- 
tees Wednesday and then will 
be ready to receive anything 
the county council, supe. visor 
or the various county depart- 
ments may recommend. 

“The committee is ready and 
willing to assist in scheduling 
priorities for these projects, but 
the basic information and data 
on which our decisions must be 
based must be presented to the 
committee by the supervisor, 
county counslor and the de- 
partments involved. Up to now 
we have received nothing from 
them.” 

Barnes said he had not been 
aware the council had requested

The 35-mile stretch of the 
Mississippi river from Alton to 
Jefferson Barracks bridge is a 
major area of pollution because 
of heavy industrialization of the 
region, Everett Speaker, super- 
intendent of the lowa State 
Bioligical Department, reported 
today at a meeting of the Upper 
Mississippi River Conservation 
Committee at Hotel DeSoto. 

The committee is made up 
of game, fish and health offi- 
cials from a five-state area. 


Communities and industries 
north of the metropolitan St. 
Louis area have taken steps to 
reduce river pollution through 
waste disposal control, Speaker 
said. 

He cited construction of sew- 
age disposal plants by cities 
along the waterway in Iowa. 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. He 
also pointed out that many in- 
dustries are building facilities 
to remove harmful chemicals 
from their waste products. 

A large number of fish have 
been destroyed by polluted 
waters in this area and many 
ethers have been made inedible 
because they absorbed chemi- 
cals which affected the flavor, 
he pointed out 


Speaker said the annual catch | 


in the upper Mississippi river 
at one time amounted to about 
6,000,000 fish. This number has 
dropped greatly in the last few 
years because of pollution, he 
said. Many commercial fisher- 
men have quit the Mississippi 
because they have been unable 
to market the tainted fish, 
Speaker pointed out 


Formation of the Metropoli- | 


tan Sewer District was cited 
as a step toward reducing much 
pollution in the river here. Also 
cited was a recent report of the 
Bi-State Development. Agency 
which said industrial waste is 
responsible for 75 per cent of 
the pollution 


The Shell Oil Co. plant at 


Wood River announced today it 


will soon begin construction of 
a $1,000,000 facility to purify 
its industrial wastes and mini- 
mize pollution of the _ river 
there. The company said it 
hopes to complete the work by 
late this year or early in 1957.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (UP). 


—The Senate Democratic policy 
committee yesterday cleared 
the controversial natural gas 
bill for. an e2arly vote despite 
warnings that it will endanger 
party harmonv and hurt Demo- 
cratic election chances. 

Senate Democratic 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
announced the action after the 
policy committee’s first session 
of the new Congress. He said 
the bill, already approved by 
the House, will be taken up this 
week or next. 

The bill would exempt the 
nation’s 4000 natural gas pro- 
ducers from direct federal con- 


trols, but it would retain gov- 
ernment authorty over new 
producer-pipeline sales  con- 


tracts and over contracts which 
provide for unspecified auto- 
matic price mark-ups. 
Opponents, mostly northern 
city Democrats, have denounced 
the bill as a “giveaway” and a 
“bonanza” for big producing oil 
companies They said it will 
mean higher gas prices, par- 
ticularly for city dwellers. 
Supporters of the measure 
contend it is necessary to stim- 
ulate exploration for new gas 
supplies. They savy protective 
provisions on new and “escala- 
tion clause” contracts will pro 
tect consumers from wunwal! 
ranted price increases. 
Northern Democrats 
the bill have served notice they 
may trv to bring civil rights 
legislation to the Senate floor 
and perhaps touch off a party- 


fighting 


splitting fight, if party leaders 
insist on bringing up the gas 
bill 

Johnson said the measure 
will be given early considera 
tion despite indirect requests 
“to bottle up the bill and re- 


fuse it to be permitted to be 
acted upon.” 

The policy committee acted 
after hearing both friends and 
foes of the gas bill at a lunch 
meeting Senator Paul H 
Douglas ‘Dem.), Illinois. an out- 
spoken critic of the measure, 
said scheduling the bill was “a 
mistake.”

Mississippi Request Denied 
—Ex-Resident of State 
Sues for $100,000. 


A request from Mississippi 
authorities for the. extradition 
of Artes Jones, former Missis- 
sippian now living in East St 
Louis, was denied today by 
Judge Quinten Spivey in cir- 
cuit court at Belleville. 

Jones, a Negro, who charged 
in a $100,000 damage suit that 
Gov. Hugh White of Mississippi 
and other officials were at- 
tempting to violate his consti- 
tutional rights by the extradi- 
tion proceeding, was set free on 
a writ of habeas corpus. 

Judge Spivey, in denying the 
extradition request, ruled that 
the indictment on which Jones 
was sought was faulty. 

The indictment, voted by a 
Chickasaw county (Miss.' grand 
jury, charged Jones with ob- 
taining money under false pre- 
tenses. Jones's attorney argued 
that the indictment arose from 
a dispute over payment of a 
$162 debt, and that the issue 
was a bad debt rather than the 
one set forth in the charge. 

It was further contended 
that Jones's property, a farm, 
had been seized in lieu of pay- 
ment of the alleged debt 

In his damage suit, filed yes- 
terday in United States district 
court in East St. Louis, Jones 
said he was forced to flee 

Mississippi in 1954 because of 
threats and intimidation follow- 
ing the debt dispute 

Named in the suit in addition 
to Gov. White were Willie Lynn 
and M Duncan, Chickasaw 
county residents with whom the 
dispute arose over payment for 
cotton Jones delivered to them; 
Artis E. Hawkins, county dis- 
trict attorney who presented the 
matter to the grand jury, and 
Howard Davis, county sheriff, 
and a deputy, Mitchell McWher- 
ter, who brought the extradi- 
tion request to Illinois author- 
ilies. 

Jones, who now lives at 809

(UP)}—A federal judge teday 
issued a preliminary injunc- 
tion restraining Car! Stotz, 
founder of Little League base- 
ball, from forming a_ rival 
league among boy baseball 
players. 

United States District Court 
Judge Frederick V. Follmer 
coupled the injunction with a 
blistering attack on Stotz. 

He accused Stotz, who was 
fired recently as commissioner 
of Little League, Inc., of violate 
ing “the duties of trust, loyalty 
and unselfishness of purpose 
which the law requires of 
acting as a member anddJii 
tor ” 

Stotz was fired as commis- 
sioner after he announced his

Prince Rainier, whose family 
have ruled Monaco since the 
vear 968, formally asked Grace's

was issued at a luncheon at the 
exclusive Philadelphia Country 
Club. Papa Kelly, who worked 
his way up from carrying a hod 
to multi-millionaire head of an 
immense contracting firm and a 
power in Pennsylvania Demo- 


cratic political circles, sealed 
the little-suspected romance be- 
tween his daughter and the 
Prince with the prim and 


proper pronouncement: “We are 
happy to announce the engage- 
ment of our daughter, Grace, 
to His Serene Highness, Prince 
Rainier of Monaco.” 

Grace Kelly, the princess-to- 
be, who grew up in luxury after 
papa made his mint and who 
went to Hollywood to become 
an academy award-winning 
star, played her scenes perfect- 
ly for the newsreels at a press 
conference at the family home 
after the bombshell announce- 


ment, 
P ready a bit regal, she posed 

with her prince and sedately 
answered a few questions 

someone asked: “How many 
kids are vou going to have?” 
Grace reddened and ducked her 
head behind the Prince's shoul- 
der. 

At this point, her mother 
spoke out authoritatively:

Grace and the Prince met 
two years ago when the beau- 
teously blonde Miss Kelly went 
to France to make a movie, and 
the acquaintance was renewed 
at the Cannes Film Festival last 
summer. A romantic attach- 
ment was hinted at at the time 
but little was even rumored 
later In fact, it was then 
thought that Prince Rainier had 
settled his affections on Gisele 
Pascal, a French actress 

Latest reports from Monaco, 
which numbers some 25,000 
residents but only 5000 voting 
citizens, indicate that the toy 
principality is ecstatic over 
their Prince's choice of a wife. 
The supply of red-and-white 
flags of Monaco and the red, 
white and blue of the United 
States was quickly exhausted as 
excited subjects draped their

Under the present re- 
gime, which Supports itself by 
the Monte Carlo gambling ca- 
sino, a state tobacco monopoly, 
liquor levies and suth sales as 
artistically designed collector- 
item postage stamps, Monaco is 
a tax-free paradise. 


Should Monaco tace the sad 
fate of falling under French 


rule, not only would its citizens 
be socked with French taxes 
but the youth of Monaco would 
be subject to French Army 
draft. Today Monaco has a 
standing army of exactly 68 
men—hand-picked for the pal- 
ace guard. 

Prince Rainier has never suf- 
fered from a shortage of cash 
or from the uncertainties of a 
tottering throne. Grace Kelly 
has known few uncertainties 
either, whether of personal 
doubts or family support.

HEN Grace was growing 
Ww. her family hard-times 

were far behind. Her 
grandfather had come to this 
country as a farm hand from 
County Mayo, Ireland. Her 
father, building on his own 
father’s experience, borrowed 
$7000 and on that slim founda- 
tion built what is now the na- 
tion's largest brickwork con- 
struction company. 

A great athlete, Grace's fa 
ther was a champion sculler. In 
1920 he went to England's Hen- 
ley regatta, only to be barred 
from competition when the 
Henley committee ruled that he 
was ineligible because “he had 
worked with his hands” and 
was therefore “not a gentle- 
man.” He later went on to the 
Olympics and soundly trounced 
the Henley winner Grace's 
brother John B. Jr. (Kell) twice 
won the Henley championship.

A Friendly 
Gesture by 
U.S. Tourists

NEW YORK, Jan. 6. 

WAS SENT a little story 
| the other night which told 

of a nice little incident that 
brought about increased interest 
between two American tourists 
in Austria and the people of a 
small Austrian town or village 

Our two travelers were school 
people and frugal, so they de- 
veloped a good way of looking 
for accommodations. They would 
drive to the middle of the place 
where they wished to spend the 
night and ask a_ policeman 
where they could find a clean 
but inexpensive room. 

In Bregenz, Austria, they fol- 
lowed this procedure and were 
intrigued by the fact that the 
policeman had a flashlight hang- 
ing from his shoulder strap. 
Thev talked for a long time and 
in the course of conversation 
discovered that each individual 
policeman had to buy his own 
flashlight, which cost him three 
and a half day’s pay.

WHEN THEY returned home, 
they contacted the largest flash- 
light manufacturers in the 
country who agreed to furnish 
all the police of Bregenz with 
flashlights, 21 in all, and 48 
batteries. These were sent to 
Bregenz for the whole police 
force. The mayor and the chief 
of police wrote appreciative 
letters, begged the travelers to 
return and spend a longer time, 
and sent them a delightful book 

All of this adds up to good 
feeling between our citizens 
and those of other countries, 
and we hope that this sugges- 
tion will be carried out by 
many other visitors in far cor- 
ners of the world.
